WLB Chairman Says

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (AP).— 
Steel workers won wage adjust- 
ments tonight expected to average 
about 5 cents an hour, but their 
main demands for a base pay in-| 
crease and guaranteed annual pay | 
were referred to the White House. 

The War Labor Board approved 
several other changes in the com- 
pensation and é¢mployment condi- 
tions of the CIO United Steel 
Workers which could add materi- 
ally to the amount of cash the 
workers take home in a year. Fig- 
ures were not immediately avail- 
able, however, on just what their 
effect might be. 

Wage Policy Not Even ‘Bent.’ 

Chairman William H. Davis of 
the WLB said the order did not 
break the Little Steel formula—or 
even “bend” it. 

The formula limits general in- 
creases, to compensate for living 
costs, to 15 per cent of the rates 
of Jan. 1, 1941, It makes provi- 
sion, however, for increases to 
meet “inequities” or “substand- 
ards.” The changes approved by 
WLB were all under the “inequi- 
ties” provision. 

The main demand, for 17 cents 
an hour, was outside the Little 
Steel limit as the steel workers 
have had all the general increases 
which the formula allows. 

The board on Oct, 11 decided it 
would not recommend that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt ease the Little 
Stee] formula to allow an increase. 
The formula is binding on the 
board by presidential order. 

Way Left Open If Policy Alters. 

Today's WLB order left the way 
open for the questiton of a general 
wage increase to be reinstated, 
however, in case basi: government 
wage policy is changed.

President’s Refugee Board Sponsors Report 


Giving Independent Estimates of Civilian 
Slaughter of 1,500,000 in Poland Alone. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (AP). 
—The War Refugee Board—three 
members of President Roosevelt’s 
cabinet—sponsored today a 25,000- 
word detailed report of bestial 
cruelty and murder by the million 
in German extermination camps. 

Said the board, comprising Sec- 
retary of State Hull, Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau, and 


Secretary of War Stimson: 


“The board has every reason to 
believe that these reports present 
a true picture of the frightful 
happenings in these camps. It is 
making the reports public in the 
firm conviction that they should 
be read and understood by all 
Americans.” 

The report consisted of two eye- 


witness accounts of life in the 
Nazi camps at Auschwitz and 
Birkenau in southwestern Poland,

These include annexation of the 
Adriatic port of Trieste and the 
Istrian peninsula between it and 
Fiume, now under Italy. 

Slavic peasants of the Istrian 
countryside and Trieste’s hinter- 
land have been widely organized 
as guerrilla detachments in Tito’s 
army and from them is expected 
to come a demand for the major 
powers to sanction their transfer. 

Free Port for Balkans. 

If Trieste changes flags, then 
Yugoslavia is prepared to offer 
Austria, Hungary and Czechoslo- 
vakia the advantages of a free 
port in an effort to restore to 
Trieste its prosperity of the days 
of the Austro-Hungarian empire. 

A half-million racial Germans 
fn Yugoslay territory, principally 
in the border districts adjacent to 
Austria, Hungary and Romania 
are marked for expulsion in the 
postwar shuffle.

AFTER TOKYO RAID -TO CROSS RHINE 


‘Seventh Air Force Planes Broad and Swift River Is 


Prime Military Ob- 


stacle, Not Passed Since 
Napoleon’s Day.

PARIS, Nov. 25 (AP).—Some- 


where across the Rhine lies vic- 


‘tory in this second great world 


Seven Allied armies have 
won three footholds along its 
bank and are getting ready to 
cross the river to win that victory. 

Crossing will be a task so her- 
culean that Gen. Dwight D. Ejisen- 
hower himself has described it as 
virtually a naval operation. 

But the Allies have known since 
D-day that it was one of the ob- 
stacles on the road to Berlin— 
along with the Atlantic Wall and 
Siegfried Line. And they know 
where and how it will be crossed 
to carry war east of the Rhine for 
the first time since the days of 
Napoleon. ‘ 

They aren’t telling. Soon enough 
headlines will give the answer. 

Now at Flood Stage. 

These are some of the factors 
involved: 

Next to spring flood time, the 
Alps-fed Rhine is at its swiftest 
this time of year, gorged by rains. 
Even in midsummer it is one of 
Europe’s swiftest flowing major 
rivers—dropping 800 feet in its 
600-mile twisting length from the 
Swiss frontier to the North Sea. 

It is extremely steep-banked for 
much of its length. It ranges from 
160 yards wide at the Swiss border 
to 260 at Strasbourg, 380 between 
Cologne and Dusseldorf and over 
500 yards through Holland. 

Not since Napoleon has any 
army fought its way across the 
river to the east. The War of 1870 
was fought in Lorraine. Germany 
annexed territory beyond the nat- 
ural Rhine boundary partly for 
industrial riches of the great Saar 
valley, partly for a great military 
buffer front west of the water 
barrier. 

Besides the river hurdle itself, 
forest and hill masses of western 
Germany form great military ob- 
stacles. 

Exceptions are the Ruhr valley 
aimed toward Berlin, the Aachen 
gap to the Cologne plain, the Saar 
through to Prankfurt, the Karls- 
ruhe gap between Mannheim and 
Stuttgart, and the Freiburg road 
through the Black Forest. 

At Rhine in 3 Places. 

Besides the so-far unexploited 
position on the Neder Rhine in 
Holland just west of Arnheim, the 
Allies also are at the river at 
Strasbourg and near the Swiss 
border. 

This is the latest summary of 
bridges and crossings on the up- 
per Rhine. 

There are one road and one rail 
bridge at Karlsruhe; two road and 
one rail bridge at Strasbourg; one 
semi-permanent pontoon bridge at 
Hagenau; and several mobile pon- 
toon bridges opposite Colmar. 

Ten other crossings, fixed spans 
and semi-permanent pontoons be- 
tween Karlsruhe and the Swiss 
frontier have been knocked out by 
air attacks. 

Previously all were prepared for 
demolition by the Germans but 
that does not necessarily mean 
they may all be blown up or put 
out of repairable condition by the 
time they fall into Allied hands. 

The Germans have _ prepared 
demolitions before and been boxed 
out before they could carry out 
effective destruction. *Much de- 
pends on surprise and speed of 
advance.

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POLAND’S PEASANT PARTY 
SPURNS A NEW COALITION 


Mikolajczyk Leaves Kwapianski Slim Hope 
of Forming Exile Government Cabinet 


Acceptable 


to Russia.

LONDON, Nov. 25 (AP).—Po- 
land’s Peasant party brushed aside 
today a plea for its participation 
in a new coalition Cabinet, rais- 
ing acute doubts that the tena- 
cious but troubled exiled Govern- 
ment could survive the gravest 
of its many crises. 

Peusant-born Stanislaw Miko- 
lajczyk, long the hope and link 
for fraterna] peace in Poland and 
for accord between his country 
and Soviet Russia, led his Peasant 
party of the coalition today just 
a day after he resigned as Prime 
Minister. 

The decision left Jan Kwapian- 
ski, Socialist Premier-designate, 
with the task of forming a gov> 
ernmént from among leaders of 
his party and those of the Chris- 
tian and National Democrats— 
many of whom have been labeled 
anti-Russian by Moscow. 

Unpromising Outlook. 

Prospects of finding a workable 
group, acceptable to the Soviet Un- 
ion and to Britain and the United 
States, were dim indeed, but 
Kwapianski plunged into the task 
immediately with the hope of an- 
nouncing a cabinet this week end. 

(The Polish National Liberation 
Committee in a broadcast from 
Moscow said of Kwapinski's ap- 
pointment that “there could hard- 
ly have been a more unfortunate 
choice. . . Kwapinski in the role 
of possible Premier can mean only 
a hwing to the right and only a 
further important concession to 
reaction). 

It appeared certain, however, 
that loss of Mikolajczyk and the 
Peasant party by the exiled gov- 
ernment would strengthen the 
hand of the rival, Soviet-sponsored 
Polish National Liberation Com- 
mittee in its bid for recognition 
as the administrative authority in 
liberated Poland. 

It was this group which twice 
beckoned to Mikolajczyk, obvious- 
ly with the Kremlin’s approval, 
with an invitation to return to 
liberated Lublin and carry on as 
its Prime Minister. Each time, he 
rejected the offer. 

Although Polish circles here in- 
dignantly repudiated the idea, the 
possibility remained open that he 
would accept the offer now to 
realize his long cherished dream 
of returning to his homeland to 
help in reconstruction. 

Mikolajcezyk’s resignation was 


based on his inability to win from 
the Cabinet an agreement to settle 
now the Polish-Russian territorial 
dispute on terms which would give 
the Soviet Union a frontier rough- 
ly along the Curzon line, with the 
Poles receiving compensation in 
the west at the expense of Ger- 
many. 

Meanwhile, if Kwapianski suc- 
ceeds in forming a new Govern- 
ment, its policy is expected to be 
based on an attempt to postpone 
final territorial settlements until 
victory—a policy from which Mi- 
kolajczyk shifted only a few 
months ago under British-Ameri- 
can pressure, 

The new crisig drew mixed re- 
action from London Poles. One 
group, long bitter in their allega- 
tion of Soviet “dictation,” con- 
tended the development would 
crystalize the issue and force the 
United States and Britain to take 
more definite action. Some Poles 
expressed belief it would mean the 
collapse of the exiled government. 
Still others in government circles 
described themselves as “martyrs” 
to the cause of Polish independ- 
ence, 


NO U.S. GUARANTEE 
OF FOREIGN BORDERS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (AP). 
-—-The United States today reaf- 
firmed its policy of not guaran- 
teeing specific frontiers in Europe. 

In connection with the resigna- 
tion of Premier Mikolajczyk as 
Premier of Poland’s Government- 
in-Exile in London, the State De- 
partment was asked whether the 
United States had refused to guar- 
antee Polish frontiers. It replied: 

“The specific question of the 
guarantee of Polish frontier by 
this Government was not and 
could not have been an issue, since 
this Government’s traditional pol- 
icy of not guaranteeing specific 
frontiers in Europe is well 
known.” 

Under Secretary of State Stet- 
tinius also was asked about Miko- 
lajezyk’s resignation. He replied 
he could not comment on the ques- 
tion of the internal organization 
of a friendly government. Stet- 
tinfus added that the State De- 
partment was closely following de- 
velopments in the Polish situation 
through its representatives abroad.

LONDON, Nov. 25 (AP).—More 
than 2000 American planes at- 
tacked the German oil center of 
Merseburg today for the second 
time in four days, dropping 3000 
tons of explosives on the spraw- 
ling Leuna synthetic oil refinery 
and fuel storage facilities at 
Bingen. A synthetic oil plant 10 
miles north of Merseburg also was 
attacked. 

Only a dozen or so enemy 
fighters, including five or six jet- 
propelled planes, were seen on the 
Merseburg mission and they 
promptly took cover in clouds. 

So slight was enemy opposition, 
both from ground guns and planes 
that many of the 1000 Mustangs. 
Thunderbolts and Lightnings of 
the Eighth and Ninth Air Forces, 
which escorted the more than 1000 
heavy bombers, strafed at tree-top 
level. 

Preliminary reports said they 
shot up 17 locomotives and 25 
railway cars and destroyed four 
parked planes. 

This was the fourteenth attack 
on the Leuna oil plant, which is 
two miles long and two-thirds of 
mile wide and normally produced 
5000 tons of oil a month. 

It usually is one of the most 
strongly defended targets in Ger- 
many. On Nov. 2 the Nazis sacri- 
ficed a record-breaking 134 fight- 
ers in combat attempting to pro- 
tect it. Last Tuesday American 
pilots picked off 73 more enemy 
craft in another spectacular dog- 
fight in the area. 

Medium bombers of the Royal 
Air Force ran into intense flak 
and many Nazi fighters today 
while attacking the railway yards 
at Rheydt, 12 miles ahead of the 
front line at Geilenkirchen, 

Clouds were so thick over 
Rheydt, the biggest rail junction 
in the Geilenkirchen area, that 
most of the bombing was done by 
instruments. Some crews said 
they saw bursts on the main rail 
line, and one formation went on 
to bomb the railway station at 
Erkelenz. 

Flak was so thick that 11 out of 
12 aircraft in one formation were 
damaged and one was shot down,

LIVING COSTS DOWN 
TENTH OF 1 PCT., 
LABOR BUREAU SAYS 


Drop Figured in Month End- 


ed Oct. 15 Is First 
Since February. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (AP).— 
Living costs measured by the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics declined 
one-tenth of 1 per cent in the 


month ended Oct. 15—the first 
drop since February. 

While the over-all trend was 
downward, clothing prices climbed 
slightly for the sixteenth consecu- 
tive month, the Labor Department 
reported today, 

Stabilization Director Fred M. 
Vinson has singled out this steady 
rise as one which “must stop.” In 
line with his edict, the OPA two 
days ago announced a new pro- 
gram aimed at checking the 
cjothing price advance. 

The September-October cost of 
living report is the first issued 
since the report by Chairman Wil- 
liam H. Davis of the War Labor 
Board which largely upheld the 
index. 

Davis concluded that living 
costs as of September were 29 to 
30 per cent higher than in Janu- 
ary, 1941. The index put the rise 
at 25.5 per cent to Sept. 15. To 
this Davis added 3.5 to 4.5 points 
to cover “hidden factors,” such as 
deterioration of quality and de- 
fects in pricing.

Recruiting Program 
Drafted for 4 Industries 
to Meet Needs Somer- 
vell Listed,

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 23. — 
Plans to recruit 170,000 workers to 
speed up production of critically 
needed war material, including 
doubling the national output of 
smal] arms ammunition within six 
months, were prepared here today 
at a conference of William Green, 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, heads of four 


unions directly affected and rep- 
resentatives of the War Depart- 
ment. 

Lt. Col. A. H. Raskin, represent- 
ing Lt. Gen. Brehon Somervell, 
commanding the Army Service 
Forces, submitted data to the con- 
ference covering 230 key plants 
throughout the country which pro- 
duce goods urgently needed on the 
battlefronts. It was Gen. Somer- 
vell’s address, early in the AFL 
convention, that inspired today’s 
meeting to seek to implement his 
program calling for more small 
arms ammunition, heavy artillery 
shells, tents and castings for 
trucks. 

There is no over-all war produc- 
tion shortage, it was pointed out. 

Participants in the conference 
included Harvey W. Brown, presi- 
dent of the machinists; David 
Dubinsky, head of the Internation- 
al Ladies’ Garment Workers; Har- 
ry Stevenson, head of the molders, 
and Joseph Valente, of the textile 
workers. 

Protection on Old Jobs. 

Efforts will be made to protect 
the jobs of men who ieave civilian 
industry to take jobs to relieve 
shortages in the several types of 
war production by obtaining for 
them 90-day leaves from noncriti- 
cal industry. Such a device was 
used successfully when additional 
workers were obtained for the 
huge war plants at Pasco, Wash., 
and Clinton, Tenn. 

Green, in telling of the con- 
ference, said he had appointed 
Lewis Hines, former Pennsylvania 
Director of Labor, now an AFL 
special representative at Washing- 
ton, to set up a separate depart- 
ment to co-operate with the mili- 
tary authorities in getting workers 
to the different plants. 


“A patriotic appeal will be made) 


directly to the rank and file of 
workers,” Green said, “to go to the 
plants where the situation is criti- 
cal. Employers who have already 
reconverted to civilian production 
will be asked to convert back to 
war production.” 
More Tents Needed. 

Green pointed out that the re- 
conversion situation particularly 
affected the garment workers, 
who have been making tents 
since some factories have turned 
to making civilian wearing ap- 
parel. The invasion of Germany, 
Green pointed out, necessitates 
more tents because United States 
troops cannot be billeted with the 
Germans. 

The molders, Green continued, 
face a shortage of man power be- 
cause it is difficult to obtain men 
to do the “heavy dirty work neces- 
sary in foundries” at relatively low 
pay. The molders are seeking to 
obtain. a pay increase from the 
War Labor Board but in the mean- 
time Green said they would go 
ahead and try to man the plants 
while their “economic equalities” 
were being worked out. 

The real business of the conven- 
tion is expected to get under way 
Monday, following a week of 
speechmaking, as the various com- 
mittees begin submission of their 
reports. 

Dubinsky, who introduced a 
resolution calling for resumption 
of conferences with the United 
Mine Workers to find a basis for 
reaffiliation with the AFL, told 
the writer that he anticipated it 
would be adopted without debate. 
John L. Lewis, he added, possessed 
too many talents of value to labor 
generally to continue to remain 
isolated from the organized labor 
movement.

Destroyer, Gunboat and 
Four Tankers Among 


Vessels—Total of 854 
Sent Down. 


- WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (AP).— 
The Navy, pressing relentlessly its 
submarine war of attrition against 
the Japanese, today reported the 
sinking of 27 more enemy vessels, 
including a destroyer and a con- 
verted gunboat, a large transport, 
four tankers, three cargo trans- 
ports and 17 cargo vessels. 

Today's report brought the total 
Navy-announced Japanese losses 
inflicted by United States sub- 
mersibles to 854 vessels sunk, 37 
probably sunk and 119 damaged, 
a total of 1010 sunk or damaged. 
Of the 854 sunk, 80 were combat 
ships. 

A factor in the stepped-up ac- 
tivity of the submarines in the Pa- 
cific obviously was establishment 
of American bases closer to the 
Japanese supply lines, removing 
the necessity for return trips to 
Pearl Harbor for fuel, supplies and 
rest for the crews.

Pianist and Symphony Per- 
form Prokofieff Concerto 
With Vigor. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

The monopolistic grip of the old 
masters on the concerto literature 
disclosed at the St. Louis Sym- 
phony concerts was temporarily 
broken last night when Alexander 
Uninsky, in collaboration with the 
orchestra, played the Third Piano 
Concerto by Serge Prokofieff. 

This composition is already 
more than 20 years old but it 
is much fresher to the ear than 
most subsequent exercises in the 
so-called modern: idiom. The 
reason is no far to seek. 

The composer 18 a master 
craftsman with a strong individ- 
uality and a wealth of ideas. As 
a consequence he is never forced 
to produce effects for their own 
sake but has his say with the ut- 
most clarity and logic. 

Mr. Uninsky, who was making 
his first appearance in St. Louis 
after considerable success in other 
American cities, proved to be a@ 
worthy exponent of Prokofieff's AVS Gee 
slightly diabolical bravura. His $ - ke 
playing, while not always as a AD Lig i 
nervously exciting as the score eo 
would have permitted, was alert, 
energetic and explicit in its pres- 
entation of the composer's special 
qualities. The variations in the 
second movement were cleverly 
contrasted and the ironical atti- 
tude implicit in the lyrical 
stretches, was consistently main- 
tained. 

Altogether it was a stimulating 
performance — like a cold needle 
shower—and the audience evident- 
ly found it so. For Mr. Uninsky 
was encouraged to play several! 
encores. As a respite from s0 
much music of the head he obliged 
With a little Chopin and Liszt. 

The orchestra, under Conductor 
Viadimar Golschmann, played its 
part in the concerto with grati- 
fying verve. The orchestra also | 
added considerably to the occasion | 
with an excellent performance of 
a strong and interesting new work 
by Darius Milhaud. | 

This was an “Introduction and | 
Marche Funebre,” which affirmed 
not only the composer's ingenuity 
in the manipulation of an orches- 
tra but also the persuasive nature 
of his musical thought. The fu- 
neral march may have been a me- 
morial to -mankind’s recurring 
frustrations, which would account 
for its not being too funereal. In 
any case, it was soberly rather 
than recklessly emotional, The 
arresting close might have been 
merely theatrical] if the composer 
had not led up to it with such 
consummate skill. | 

The remainder of the program 
was made up of Richard Strauss’ 
“Don Juan,” in which the orches- 
tra had a forced sound, and Ko- 
daly'’s “Dances From Galantha,”’ 
pleasant but not important.

Unusual Importance Now

CHICAGO, Nov, 25 (AP). — 


Kenesaw Mountain Landis, base- 
ball’s “indispensable” man _ for 
nearly a quarter of a century, died 


‘of heart disease today. 


His death, at the age of 78, left 
the major leagues without a guid- 
ing genius for the first time since 
1921 and placed unusual impor- 
tance on the National and Amer- 
ican League winter meeting here 
Dec. 11 and 12 when a successor 


probably will be named. 


Just a week ago when Commis- 
sioner Landis was fretting over 
what he considered an overly long 
hospital stay, a joint committee 
of the two leagues recommended 
that he be re-elected for another 
seven-year term when his current 
term expired Jan. 12, 1946. 


Ostensibly cheered by that vote 
of confidence, Landis chided his 
physician for warnings that his 
condition was delicate. He suf- 
fered a setback Sunday, gewever, 
and this morning he was placed 
under an oxygen tent a little more 
than an hour before he died at 
5:35 o’clock. He entered the hos- 
pital Oct. 2 with a severe cold for 
a rest after overtaxing his heart 


working in his victory garden in 
suburban Glencoe. 

Baseball officials mourned his 
death as a great blow to the na- 
tional pastime. Basballdom, how- 
ever, will not be able to pay im- 
mediate homage to his memory.

The two leagues had indeed 
made a nice gesture, indicating 
that Landis could continue in 
office for seven years after his 
current contract — which would 
have meant a continued activity 
by the Judge until he was al- 
most 87 years old.

BASEBALL TAKES DEATH OF 
LANDIS AS A GREAT LOSS 


O’Connor Challenged 
Landis on Law Point, 


Judge Gave Him Job 


CHICAGO, Nov. 25 (AP). 


ESLIE M, O’CONNOR, the 
L secretary of Kenesaw Moun- 

tain Landis since the day 
the judge took office as com- 
missioner of baseball 24 years 
ago, may be the man even- 
tually chosen by the 16 major 
league club owners as succes- 
sor to Landis. 

O’Connor, 56, father of a son 
and four daughters, has been 
the man behind the scenes in 
the rule of baseball, but always 
in the background. 

A shrewd lawyer, O’Connor 
has written many of the deci- 
sions which Landis signed and 
has otherwise conducted the 
routine affairs of the office. 

O’Connor frequently con- 
ducted the commissioner’s of- 
fice while Landis was absent 
on long winter vacations in 
Florida and more recently, dur- 
ing his 55 days’ illness. 

Landis amusingly related that 
he was challenged on a point 
of law by O’Connor in court 
when he was a Federal Jurist 
in Chicago. O’Connor, he said, 
succeeded in talking back to 
him and shouting him down 
while appearing as a defense 
attorney. 

“I made up my mind there 
and then,’ Landis said, “that 
if I ever needed help from any- 
body, I would hire O’Connor.” 
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family when he died and wept as

The major league agreement 
which perpetuates the office of 
commissioner provides that the 
President of the United States

Landis Frequently Put His 
Employers in the ‘Dog House’ 


Series of 1919 between Chicago 
and the Cincinnati Reds. Public 
confidence in baseball was at low 
ebb and the game was in danger 
of disorganizing. 

But baseball men say there will 
never be another Landis. 

He was a. nationally known 
jurist long before he became base- 
ball’s High Commissioner. As far 
back as 1907, as a United States 
Judge, he fined the Standard Oil 
Co. of Indiana $29,240,000 in a 
freight rebate case. 

But it was as baseball’s stern- 
visaged, shaggy-haired’ dictator 
that the nation came to know 
him best. : 

He was always front page news. 
Widely heralded in the days of 
the First World War when his 
prison sentence of “Big Bill” Hay- 
wood did much to break up the 
I. W. W., Landis was an equally 
discussed personage because of 
his diamond rulings—many of 
which rocked the sports world. 

One of those more recent edicts 
was the 1940 decision against the 
Detroit Tigers. After nine months 
investigation—he attacked every 
problem with remarkable thor- 
oughness—he granted free apen- 
cy to 91 Detroit players valued 
at close to $500,000. 

He charged Detroit with “cov- 
ering up” young players’ and 
in 
no uncertain terms, that heavy 
fines and ineligibility would be 
the penalty for repetition of the 
offense.

Would Not Deprive 
United Nations Group. 


“There is no thought in my mind that 
those members of the United Nations group 
whose very lives depend upon their mer- 
chant fleets should be deprived of their 
full rights because of an increase in the 
merchant fleet flying the Stars and Stripes. 
In fact, by assigning to them two-thirds of 
the tonnage operations formerly handled by 
the Axis nations, their respective merchant 
fleets would be increased, just as we believe 
ours should be.” 

Stripping the Nipponese of their merchant 
sea lanes, of course, would be a matter for 
the Allies to settle at the peace table. But 
should this be done, with the United States 
taking over a large portion of the load, we 
would still be left with a super-abundance 
of merchant ships. 

The largest part of our postwar fleet, 
around 50 million tons, will consist of new, 
modern vessels, of which about half will be 
Libertys.

Second, if the job of occupying defeate 
ed Germany is to be carried out successfully, 
we shall need help from as many quarters 
as possible—and we would be foolhardy in- 
deed if we did not accept French proffers 
of aid. Furthermore, the long-term success 
of our policy of holding the Germans in 
check after this war will rest in large part 
on the ability of Germany’s immediate neigh- 
bors, and France in particular, to strengthen 
themselves. For these nations can then 
form a kind of dyke around Germany to 
prevent German expansion in the future. 

And, finally, Americans will need a strong 
and friendly France of the great 
spiritual influence the French have in sev- 
For generations 
Europeans from the central and southeast- 
ern regions of the continen. have looked 
to France for cultural leadership, and the 
same has true of large numbers of 
Latin Americans, In the future, therefore, 
France should be able to serve as a valua- 
ble interpreter between Russia, in the east, 
and the Anglo-Saxon Powers, in the west.

In other words, by helping France make 
its comeback to world power the United 
States would be serving its own interests. 
At the same time, it would be furnishing 
proof of sincerity on the part of those Amer- 
ican leaders who have been urging the ad- 
mittance of our European allies into fuller 
partnership with the Big Three. By recog- 
nizing De Gaulle’s regime a step has been 
taken in this direction, and relief for French 
victims of the war—which is now being 
carried out by the Allied armies in France 
—is another form of aid the United States 
is contributing to France’s speedy recovery. 
But the greatest French need for American 
material assistance will probably arise after 
the end of the war with Germany, when the 
French tackle the job of rebuilding their 
factories, homes, roads ard ports. 


An absolute assurance of security from 
German aggression is. however, even more 
Important to France's resurgence than ma- 
chinery and raw macertals from the United 
States and other nations, It can- 
not be stressed strongly that such a 
guarantee to the French during the critical 
period when they are recouping their 
strength is the minimum essential in their 
program for regaining great-power status.

Since safety from the traditional enemy 
across the Rhine is basic to France's recov- 
ery, it is not surprising that the French 
have ideas of their own about the kind of 
peace they want the United Nations to im- 
pose on Germany. 

Concretely, the French call, first, for the 
military occupation of the Rhineland—in- 
cluding the industrially important Ruhr and 
Saar valleys—as long as Germany remains a 
potential threat.

The Same Size Hat? 


A few days before the election, Mr. Roosevelt, 
in an informal talk at Hartford, Conn., said that, 
if he revisits Hartford in the next four years, 
he “will still be able to wear the same size hat.” 
We hope this will prove true. The country has 
never had a fourth-term President before, to say 
nothing of a third-term President, so there are 
a number of very serious things for the Presi- 
dent and the people to think about before the 
fourth tetfm begins. 

In fairness to the country and in fairness to 
himself, the President cannot afford to forget 
that he would now, in all probability, be on his 
way back to Hyde Park if the country were not 
at war. In the opinion of most analysts, he was 
re-elected largely because a majority of the vot- 
ers thought it would be bad medicine to swap 
horses in midstream. Even so, many persons 
who like the President and approve his policies 
voted against him because of their fear of pro- 
longed tenure in the White House and of the 
concentration of power that results therefrom. 

While the President’s margin in the electoral 
college was very large, his margin in the popular 
vote was much narrower than it was in 1940, 
He beat Willkie by about 5,000,000 votes, but 
Dewey ran only about 3,000,000 behind. A shift 
of just about 300,000 votes in the right places 
would have elected Dewey. More than 21,000,000 
Americans were opposed to the President and 
the fourth term.

Our democracy functions by majority rule, but 
this does not mean that minorities should ever 
be denied consideration. The minority that voted 
for Dewey is a gigantic one, more than 45 per 
cent of all voters. The 21,000,000 Dewey voters, 
by and large, have taken the Roosevelt victory 
with good grace like true believers in democ- 
racy, but the President will be making a tragic 
mistake if he ever lets himself forget, in the 
next four years, the great Republican minority 
that opposed him, He must give due considera- 
tion to it. 

In supporting President Roosevelt, this news- 
paper never blinded itself to his errors and 
faults, many of which we have frequently crit- 
icised, We take this occasion to repeat the char- 
acterization of his weaknesses that was made in 
our major editorial of the campaign: 

Of the President, we know much after his 
nearly 12 years in office. We know his 
faults, which are many; we know his many 
virtues and achievements, too. We know 
him as a man who tried to pack the Supreme 
Court, who willingly accepts the election- 
year help of corrupt political machines, as 
a man who plays “slick politics” even with 
regard to such sacred things as judicial se- 
lections; as one who almost never fires in- 
competents but who “solves’’ administrative 
difficulties by the dubious layer-cake meth- 
od; as one who is seemingly nonchalant 
toward debt; as a man of such reach for 
power as to require a check at. times by 
Congress and the Supreme Court. 

If Mr. Roosevelt wants to reassure, not only 
the more than 21,000,000 Republicans, but also 
those who voted the Democratic ticket reluctant- 
ly, there are many things he can do. Moreover, 
in doing these things, he would not only re- 
assure Republicans and reluctant Democratic 
voters, but he would also meet the hopes of great 
numbers of his own enthusiastic followers. 


* * ” 


In the first place, let’s have some new blood 
in the Government. The constant freshening 
and renewal of executive man power are among 
the main needs of a dynamic democracy. If he 
shook up his Cabinet, Mr. Roosevelt would only 
be doing what many second-term Presidents be- 
fore him have done. 

Some of the Cabinet members have pretty well 
outlived their usefulness, if, indeed, they ever 
should have been appointed in the first place. 
The administration would be strengthened by 
their retirement and the publie would sigh in 
relief. 

We may be sure that the President can be de- 
pended upon to foster a strong organization for 
the maintenance of peace, but there are many 
other aspects of our foreign policy that could 
be improved, as we contended prior to and dur- 
ing the campaign. Mr. Roosevelt had to swallow 
at last his pet peeve against De Gaulle; he had 
to quit looking with favor on such discredited 


relics of monarchy as Victor Emmanuel, Peter 
of Yugoslavia and George of Greece. But there 
is yet a crying need for a foreign policy which 
identifies us unquestionably with the democratic 
forces of Europe. Many people in Europe, watch- 
ing our deals with Fascists, are not yet sure 
what America is fighting for. We must make 
it clearer that we fight to extend the frontiers 
of human freedom. 

Mr. Roosevelt has appointed seven of the nine 
members of the Supreme Court and, in almost 
every instance, has chosen a man from his 
inner New Deal circle. Frankfurter, Reed, Doug- 
las and Jackson were appointments of this type, 
and none of them had had judicial experience. 
Many brilliant jurists were passed over for these 
men, and the result could have been happier. 
The court, what with some very novel decisions 
and its separation into cliques, has fallen in 
prestige. If other vacancies occur, we hope the 
President makes appointments that command 
nationwide confidence and acclaim from the be- 
Zzinning. We have in mind such appointments 
as Mr. Hoover's choice of Cardozo,

Already the President has appointed a large 

number of Judges in lower Federal courts and, 
before the next four years are over, many more 
vacancies will occur. Some of his appointments 
were very bad, like the appointment of Boss 
Hague’s nominee, Meaney, in New Jersey. Is 
the President to continue to mold the judiciary, 
with its life tenure, in his own image? Is he 
to continue to let people like Boss Hague tell 
him whom to put’ on the Federal bench, or will 
a higher and fairer standard be established? 
; And speaking of Boss Hague, there are also 
Boss Kelly and Boss Flynn and a lot of other 
city bosses. The President has played too close 
to the machine politicians and many of his en- 
thusiastic supporters have been disquieted by 
these alliances, 

Moreover, the country’s eyes will be upon him 
from now until 1948 to see just what, in the 
campaign phrase, he chooses to clear with Sid- 
ney. Hillman and the PAC did yeoman work 
for the President during the campaign, but their 
interests must not come first any more than did 
those of John L. Lewis after his $500,000 gift 
in 1936. 

The President’s labor record is a splendid one, 
and this newspaper has often praised the blows 
he has struck in the interest of the common man. 
But there is such a thing as predatory poverty 
as well as predatory plutocracy and now, with 
the wartime boom on, there is such a thing as 
predatory trade unionism, as represented by the 
Lewises and the Petrillos. Though there were 
elements of justice in their positions, both Lewis 
and Petrillo have been able to defy the United 
States Government and get away with it. The 
country expects the President to get tough with 
these highbinders and blatherskites; it expects 
him to curb the excesses of trade unionism just 
as he curbed the excesses of capitalism. The 
people expect the President to hold the balance 
even among all groups of our society.

Fair Play for Postal Workers 
The postman is outstanding among civil serv- 
ants as a symbol of faithfulness to duty. In 
every kind of weather he takes the mail from 
door to door, and his duties constantly increase. 
Not only is the mafl he carries breaking all 
records, but there are such added tasks as co- 
operation in rationing, war bond sales and so 
on, all aggravated by a shortage of help and 
many wartime replacements for men in military 
service. Much the same is true of other postal 
workers, such as postoffice clerks, railway mail 
handlers, rural carriers, special delivery mes- 
sengers and. small-town postmasters. 
It will probably be news to most 
who depend so much on the postman to learn 
that his income starts at $1700 a year and has 
a $2100 ceiling, and that he has not received 
an increase in base pay since Jan. 1, 1925. True, 
he is now getting a temporary wartime increase 
of $300 a year, but this did not take effect 
until May, 1943, and it is due to expire next 
June 1. This is no net gain, but is largely 
consumed by increased living costs and taxes. 
To remedy this injustice, bills are pending 
in both houses of Congress granting a perma- 
nent increase of $400 a year when the tempo- 
rary increase expires. This comes to about 19 
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of those 


per cent, as compared with the 15 per cent pre- 
scribed by the Little Steel formula, but Repre- 
sentative O’Brien of Michigan, author of the 
House bill, points out that this should not, in 
justice, apply to postal employes, since they 
have not shared in the general increases which 
other workers have had since 1925. The formula 
also provides for adjustment of inequalities. 

The Postoffice Department is now earning a 
surplus annually ($31,000,000 last year), and could 
meet the salary increase from its revenues. Un- 
less postal salaries are put in line with those of 
other Federal and private agencies, there will 
be an exodus of essential workers, to the detri- 
ment of the public. 

One witness at the recent Senate 
described workers as “the most fla- 
grantly underpaid group of employes in the 
United States.” The evidence tends to bear this 
out, and shows the need for passage of the bills.

Fresh interest in what is being done in this 
area for postwar planning—and what can be 
done—should be roused by the announcement 
that Walter W. Head has accepted the chairman- 
ship of the Regional Public Works Committee 
of the Metropolitan Plan Association. 2 

Here is an organization whose objective is 
not only postwar planning, but unified planning, 
over the broad region comprising the City of 
St. Louis, St. Louis County and St. Charles Coun- 
ty in Missouri, and Madison, St. Clair and Mon- 
roe counties in Illinois. All these communities 
need improvements of: their own, and each of 
them can plan its program with its welfare and 
that of the whole area in mind. St. Louis has 
already set a fine example by making more than 
$60,000,000 available for postwar projects, and it 
can join officials of the surrounding area in 
working on long-range plans for development of 
airports, highways, parks, transportation lines, 
river improvements and so on. 

That a business man of Mr. Head’s caliber has 
agreed to head this work of co-operation is a 
fine testimonial to its importance.

We have discovered by now tbat, wheth- 
er we like it or not, our safety and se- 
curity here in America is _ inextricably 
bound up with that of Great Pritain and 
her Empire, The British people have dis- 
covered that, whether they like it or not, 
the center of their great Empire, the Brit- 
ish Isles, is situated only 20 miles from the 
Continent of Europe and that they are liv- 
ing in 1944 and not in the days of Nelson. 

We have both discovered, twice in a life- 
time, that when a war starts on the Euro- 
pean continent, Britain is immediately in- 
volved and—let’s face it—no matter how 
reluctant we may have been, we too be- 
came involved, _We may well ask whether 
in our world community there is any longer 
such a thing as a “private fight.” We real- 
izé in time of trouble what we forget in 
time of peace, that the interests of our 
two nations are a common interest, 


A first objective of our American foreign 
policy should be the furthering of a strong 
Britain, living in harmony with her neigh- 
bors of Western Europe. I submit that in 
our own selfish interests—in the interests 
of our own security here in the United 
States—our blessing and indeed our active 
support is needed to this end. 


Rich and Varied Economy 


[ would like to see Great Britain, with 
our support, take the lead in forming a free 
association with its. Western European 
neighbors; establishing a common curren- 
cy; integrating their defense measures; 
maintaining, to the fullest extent possible, 
individual political sovereignty—but abol- 
ishing economic frontiers. 


The free-trade area of the prospective 
Western European group would contain a 
population well in excess of 100 million, with 
a wide variety of natural resources and 
technical capacities, and the same econom- 
ic benefits could be expected, within this 
customs union, that have followed our own 
practice of free trade within this country. 

The increased productivity and the in- 
creased purchasing power this would bring 
would make the Western European group, 
potentially, a better supplier and a better 
customer in its trade relations with the 
rest of the world, including, most impor- 
tantly, ourselves. It would be to the ad- 
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vantage of the group, certainly, to seek to 
increase its trade with the outside world, 
and not merely to divert that trade within 
itself—which was the basic and fatal fault 
in the instance of the wholly different Ot- 
tawa Agreements. . 

The smaller nations which would be the 
natural partners in such an association 
have discovered by experience that they 
cannot exist alone, Although they have 
made every effort to remain neutral and 
aloof, they have failed with disastrous con- 
sequences to themselves, They certainly 
feel the need to be part of a more powerful 
combination, both politically and econom- 
ically, provided always that such a com- 
bination would assure their security, give 
them the opportunity to work as peace- 
loving and industrious peoples, and at the 
same time keep their way of life intact. 


France Must Join 


But what of France—that other great 
country of Western Europe? For it is a 
great country, and always will be. Surely, 
no matter what the future pattern of the 
world may be, if Britain and France do not 
find the common road together, the future 
will be as black as the past. Nowhere is 
the old cry of “Vive la France” more heart- 
felt than it is in Britain—and did not Mr. 
Churchill, in the gravest crisis of the war, 
make the offer of joint citizenship? 

Would such a proposal as this be likely 
to find favor with Russia? The Soviet pol- 
icy has always been a policy of peace. It 
has been and still is a policy essential 
to Russia’s development. A peaceful, sta- 
ble and economically strong association of 
Western European nations would serve the 
interests of an industrious, peaceful Rus- 
sia to the east, just as it would serve the 
interests of an industrious, peaceful Amer- 
ica to the west. 

Any action that removes the threat of 
war in any part of the world is beneficial 
to evéry other part of the world, Peace- 
loving peoples everywhere should welcome 
the proposed association of Great Britain 
and the Western European nations as a 
force for peace and expanded international 
trade. And that, after all, is our own ob- 
jective. It can be attained only in a world 
where peace has been won and secure,

“Winged Peace,”’ by William A. Bishop. (Viking

At first glance, thia trim lIUZttle book 
seems to represent an endeavor that dis 
turbs many: that the victory-through-air- 
power strategists (whose ravings about vic- 
tory through air power alone have been 
stilled by the obvious fact that neither the 
Allies nor the Axis have been able to 
achieve it) are transferrfng their far- 
fetched claim to the postwar world. 
Fortunately, Canadian Air Marshal “Billy” 
Bishop wanders in no such fog. From the 
beginning, he makes it clear that while 
international air police may be the key 
factor in enforcing the peace, it is only 
part of the job. Bishop does not fall tn 
with the De Seversky crowd, demon 
strates this quickly by underlining the true 
advantage of air power as the focus of en- 
forced peace-—that it can be used quickly 
and with devastating effect on any sudden 
aggressor, much more quickly than any 
army or navy.

Bishop is somewhat of a legendary fig- 
ure in aviation. In World War I, he flew 
one of the glorified washing machines that 
passed as fighting craft in those days and 
knocked down 72 German aircraft, to be- 
come the greatest Allied ace of that war. 
His interest embraces both commercial and 
military aviation. He now supervises Cana- 
dian training and transport, a nerve center 
of the British Empire's air might. 

Hie has written a fascinating book. Unlike 
the victory-through-air-power boys, he rec 
ognizes aviation in both its immense po- 
tentialities and its obvious limitations. He 
also manages to cover other aspects of the 
field, and in his informa] narrative, hag a 
series of thumbnail portraits of aviation’s 
brief but spectacular history.

When the last truckload of pris- 
oners had drawn up, I went inside 
what was left of this big French 
farmhouse and in a room where 
the gray murky sky could be seen 
through a shellhole in the ceiling, 
talked through an interpreter with 
several of “Germany’s pride.” 


Enlisted Men ‘Fed Up.’ 


Perhaps the most interesting of 
all the prisoners I talked to was a 
2i-year-old German soldier named 
Gehrhardt. Technically Gehrhardt 
is a deserter. Three days ago this 
six-foot, handsome lad got what 
the American G. I. calls a bellyful, 
and hid out in a French town here 
in Lorraine. He says the French 
civilians convinced him of what 
he had suspected—that the war 
was lost for Germany. They of- 
fered him civilian clothes. He put 
them on and concealed himself 
during the day in a straw stack 
and ventured out only at night to 
Gig potatoes from a field to ease 
his hunger. He waited patiently 
for the Americans to take the 
town in which he was hiding, and 
when they came, put on his Panzer 
uniform over his French civilian 
clothes and surrendered. 


Through the interpreter I asked 
Gehrhardt if many of the men in 
his company shared his disgust 
with continuing the war. He re- 
plied that among the enlisted men 
in his company only one was not 
“fed up” and that that man had 
been a strong Nazi party member 
since 1928. He himself denied 
having been a member of the Hit- 
ler Youth Movement and preferred 
to talk instead of how his home 
town of Hamburg had been 
bombed by the American heavy 
bombers. He said that he believed 
that two-thirds of the town was 
leveled. He had had no mail from 
there in three months. 


During the whole of the con- 


versation young Gehrhardt wore| 


the expression of a man about 
to become violently sick at his 
stomach. His eyes were those of 
@ person who had just had a 
tragic disappointment, and as he 
fingered his torn, mud-spattered 
uniform, it was with the air of a 
man who could not believe that 
a member of the famous Eleventh 
German Panzers could be reduced 
to such filth and degradation, 
Back in June and July, when I 
talked to such young men as Gehr- 
hardt, I could not help feeling just 
a twinge of pity for them. I can-

Perhaps it would 
be better to say that he had certain fixed ideas as to what he 
wanted in the way of candidates and principles and a firm resolve 
to vote for what he wanted on whatever ticket he found it. 


In Connecticut, for example, the 
state was carried by President 
Roosevelt. Based on what public 
opinion surveys have been show- 
ing for the past year or more to 
be the mood of the people of New 
England, it seems reasonable to 
conclude that the people of Con- 
necticut felt they were yoting for 
a foreign policy which most near- 
ly approximated what they wanted. 

But Connecticut has a young and 


able Governor, Ray Baldwin, who 
is finishing his second term and 
was running for a thjrd term on 
the Republican ticket. He had 
ably administered the affairs of 
the state. He had long ago identi- 
fied himself as having liberal Sso- 
cial views and as being completely 
committed to the idea of American 
participation in world affairs. He 
was identified with the Willkie 
elements of the Republican party. 
Many people who voted an other- 
wise straight Democratic ticket 
must have decided that Governor 
Baldwin was the kind of a Repub- 
lican who ought to be encouraged, 
and in the middle of a Democratic 
landslide in the state, they re- 
turned that Republican governor 
to office by a majority of 25,000. 

In the same _ state, Senator 
Danaher was generally regarded 
as a thoroughly honest and a bril- 
liant man. His voting record on 
certain proposals, however, was 
not such as to make the voters 
feel that what he wanted in the 
form of a foreign policy was what 
they wanted and so in his case 
they went back to the Democratic 
column, and they elected Brien 
McMahon, who had campaigned 
largely on the basis of his adher- 
ence to the national administra- 
tion’s foreign policy. 

Selective Voting. 

In Oregon the voters gave 
President Roosevelt a majority 
of about 20,000 votes, but they 
took a long look at the liberal 
political philosophy of Wayne L. 
Morse, who was running for the 
Senate as a Republican, and they 
elected him by a majority of over 
80,000. 

In Massachusetts there was a 
general Democratic victory. 
Roosevelt carried the state by 
approximately 85,000. Democratic 
candidate for Governor, Maurice 
Tobin, won by over 160,000. But 
Leverett Saltonstall, Massachu- 


setts’ socially-conscious, interna- 
tionally-minded Republican Gov- 
ernor, won his race for the United 
States Senate by the astounding 
majority of 400,000. 

There were many other exam- 
ples of selective voting. There 
were also signs that some politi- 
cal beliefs, widely held before the 
election, were upset. The small 
towns were supposed to have left 
the Roosevelt banner to an over- 
whelming degree. The returns 
show they have not. The Solid 
South was supposed to come 
through with its usual majorities 
for the Democratic ticket. It did 
not. The State of Virginia, for ex- 
ample, gave only 235,000 votes to 
Roosevelt as against 145,000 votes 
for Dewey. As a matter of fact, 
incredible as it may seem, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt could have been 
re-elected without carrying a sin- 
gle state in the Solid South! 

According to some, all or most 
of the laborers were supposed to 
vote for Roosevelt. Our surveys 
would tend to indicate that a full 
third of them did not. According 
to some, all or most of the pro- 
fessional and executive group, 
those with high incomes, were 
supposed to support Dewey. Our 
surveys would indicate that at 
least a third of them did not. 


Some Uncertainty Felt. 


It was plain early in July that 
a majority of our citizens wanted 
to re-elect Roosevelt. The Fortune 
Survey showed his popular vote 
at 53.5 per cent on July 10, But 
part of the majority showed plain- 
ly they felt some uncertainty and 
were in need of further convinc- 
ing. The first part of this “fur- 
ther convincing’ came with Gov. 
Dewey’s Oklahoma City speech. It 
removed some of the apathy from 
the ranks of the Democrats. 

By the time both candidates had 
made their foreign policy speech- 
es, and after such men as Russell 
Davenport, Senator Ball, Bartley 
Crum, Walter Lippmann, and 
others had come out strongly for 
Roosevelt, we found, in our last 
three surveys, a solid majority of 
53.6 per cent for Roosevelt. This 
majority was the same numeri- 
cally as he had early in July— 
but there was this difference: 
there was no wavering or uncer- 
tainty by then, They knew what 
they wanted and why they want- 
ed it, and they were convinced 
they were facing an election of 
great importance,

are unrealistic since Allied bomb- 
ings will probably have destroyed 
most German industrial plants by 
the time the war ends. The real 
question, as the French see it, is 
whether Germany's industries 
should be rebuilt with Allied aid 
or left in ruins. 


Unlike the London Times, which 
recently suggested the restoration 
of Germany's industries and the 
erection of a system of Allied con- 
trols to insure their production for 
peace rather than war, most 
Frenchmen insist that the Ger- 
mans should not be trusted with 
heavy industries or any large 
plants capable of conversion to 
armament purposes. And although 
the French recognize that con- 
tinued inter-Allied unity is indis- 
pensable to any enduring peace 
settlement, they see no reason 
for making the job of preventing 
future German aggressions more 
difficult by rebuilding Germany’s 
economic strength. 


Reforms Indicated. 

Once assured of security from 
German attacks, by whatever Al- 
lied plan is finally adopted, 
France's recovery will then hinge 
on its ability to carry out far- 
reaching political and economic 
reforms designed to strengthen the 
nation. In this task the French 
pride and touchiness that have 
been a favorite subject of Amer- 
ican criticism during the past four 
years may turn out to be a tre- 
mendous asset. For in their fa- 
natical patriotism and determina- 
tion to make their own blueprint 
of the future, the French people 
may find the incentive to make 
the heavy sacrifices needed to con- 
struct a new postwar order. 

In regaining their position as a 
great power the central problem 
the French will fate is that of in- 
ternal unity. This is no new prob- 
lem, however, for there have been 
two Frances ever since the Revo- 
lution of 1789 divided Frenchmen 
into those who rejected and those 
who accepted the modern world. 
Perhaps the majority of the 
French people, consisting of peas- 
ants. artisans and numerous in- 
tellectuals, have traditionally op- 
posed the Revolution — though 
usually only in a passive way—be- 
cause they distrusted industry, 
mass production, industrial work- 
ers and their social claims. Then, 
within the past half century sharp 
disagreements between capital and 
labor were added as a kind of 
superstructure on the old divisions. 

Perhaps more has been done to 
heal the breach between the two

Frances during the four years of 
German occupation than during 
the 155 years since the great Revo- 
lution. For Petain’s collaboration- 
ist regime was based on the view 
of those who had long rejected the 
ideas of the Revolution § and 
stressed the cultivation of the 
land, small-scale artisan industry 
and the individual's obligations to 
the state rather than his personal 
liberty. It was not long, however, 
before the great majority of the 
French realized that Petain’s “Na- 
tional Revolution” played directly 
into Hitler’s hands, since the Nazi 
leader had called in Mein Kampf 
for the creation of a France re- 
duced to 25 million people who 
would live contentedly but mea- 
gerly on their land. 

As a result, the plan to return 
to the France of the pre-1789 era 
has become associated in French- 
men’s minds with the most humil- 
iating period in their history, and 
they have come to realize more 
clearly than before that a France 
dominated by peasants and arti- 
sans would be incapable of func- 
Voning as a great power. 

The French will need all the 
unity they can muster when they 
begin to grapple with their basic 
economic and social problems. One 
of these concerns the form 
France’s postwar economy shall 
take, 


Degree of Socialism. 


Here the real question is not 
whether France shall follow the 
pattern of free enterprise or social- 
ism, but what degree of socialism 
it will choose, for wartime condi- 
tions have effectively removed the 
possibility of a return to unrestrict- 
ed private capitalism. The Ger- 
mans’ policy of buying up the stock 
of large French industries has fa- 
cilitated postwar state control of 
these plants, since most of the 
money the Nazis used in their 
transactions came from the occu- 
pation charges they imposed on 
French taxpayers. Moreover, the 
Nazis’ concentration of French in- 
dustry, as well as the fact that 
some French manufacturers who 
retained control of their factories 
collaborated with the Germans, 
further assure widespreai nation- 
alization, 

The precise degree of state con- 
trol France will adopt is, however, 
the subject of vigorous debate in 
France at the moment—a debate 
in which De Gaulle is acting as a 
moderator in an apparent attempt 
to avoid final decisions until the 
French people can settle the issue 
in a general election.

Lausche Will Fight. 

Lausche, of course, will not take 
it lying down or even sitting down, 
He will fight in his own inde- 
pendent, unorthodox way. His 
Cleveland partisans are therefore 
looking for lively clashes and they 
don't expect their man to come 
out second best. 
| DLausche was born Nov. 14, 1896, 
in a congested industrial section

His father, a steel mill worker, 
and his mother, who became the 
patron saint of the colony be- 
‘cause she befriended all new ar- 
had a large family, of 
which Lausche was the second 
child.

time after the first World War, in 
which he served as a second lieu- 
tenant, he played with Duluth in 
the Northern League and Law- 
rence, Mass., in the Eastern 
League. He gave this up, how- 
ever, and returned to Cleveland to 
study law. 
Went to Night School. 


Because his schooling had been 
interrupted he had to go to night 
school to make up high school 
credits; afterward went nights to 
John Marshall Law School in 
Cleveland. In 1920 he passed the 
Ohio Bar examination with the 
second highest grade in his class. 
He began to practice law with a 
firm which included the late Cyrus 
Locher, who became a United 
States Senator, a circumstance 
which turned Lausche to politics. 

Locher advised Lausche to run 
for something and he became a 
Democratic candidate for the Ohio 
Legislature. His only recollection 
of the campaign is that he was 
assigned to speak at a small meet- 
ing in Chagrin Falls, a small town 
adjacent to Cleveland. It was a 
meeting made up entirely of 
women but the young speaker 
thought nothing of that fact. He 
spoke, found the atmosphere 
warm, began to perspire. At the 
end he was asked militantly: 
“Young man, how do you stand on 
light wines and beer?” (Ohio had 
State Prohibition in 1918.) 

“Well I don’t know how you feel 
about it,” said Lausche. “For me 
I'd like a nice cold glass of beer 
right now.” 

After the ensuing clamor died 
down Lausche discovered that he 
had been addressing a W. C. T. U. 
meeting. 

He was defeated, had a little 
contact through Locher with for- 
mer Gov. A. V. Donahey (who 
backed his’7 son-in-law against 
Lausche in the gubernatorial pri- 
mary last spring), ran again for 
legislative office in 1924 and fi- 
nally decided a _ political career 
was not for him. He devoted him- 
self to law practice, in which he 
was solicitor for a group of sub- 
urban municipalities, 

In 1931 a ward leader turned 
perfidious to the Democratic or- 
ganization and Lausche wag asked 
to become temporary ward leader 
in the campaign to elect Ray T. 
Miller mayor of Cleveland. 
Lausche did, Miller was elected 
and Lausche retired full of honors 
since his ward had given a huge 
majority to Miller. He had no 
wish for ward politics, however, 
and in not many years was de- 
nouncing the Democratic organi- 
zation leader as “a boss.” He has 
never liked any kind of boss, In- 
cidentally Ray T. Miller is now 
the Democratic county chairman 
with whom Lausche is on the outs. 

In 1932 a Democratic governor 
became conscious of what a maga- 
zine writer had noted. The note 
(by R. L. Duffus in the Nation) 
was that although Cleveland hada 
population made up ot 70 per cent 
of recent immigration, all of its 
political and cultural institutions 
were rigidly New England in tone. 
The Governor wanted to convince 
nationality groups he was on their 
side, He appointed Lausche to filla 
vacancy on the Cleveland munici- 
pal bench, 

Lausche filled 
great distinction, 
was in 1936 elected to the Com- 
mon Pleas bench. He made a 
solid reputation as a courageous, 
industrious, non-political Judge. 
His fame spread. In 1935 a news- 
paper urged him in a front page 
editorial to run for mayor. 
Lausche declined, apparently be- 
cause he believed he could not 
win,

Criminal Court Judge. 

In 1940 as a Criminal Court 
Judge he became angered at the 
repeated tales of victimization 
involving a group of commercial 
gambling clubs which were told 
in his court, These clubs were 
operated in the suburbs by pro- 
tected mobs. With a not often 
used extension of judicial power 
Lausche had evidence pathered, 
secretly swore out warrants and 
deputized a Cleveland police offi- 
cer to serve them. In so doing 
he stepped on the toes of a Demo- 
cratic sheriff, whose friends said 
Lausche would ‘hever have a poli- 
tical career. The clubs were 
closed and are to this day. 

In 1941, deciding that a Judge 
lived too cloistered a life and that 
what government needed was ad- 
vocacy, he ran for mayor. He 
was elected with the largest ma- 
jority, about 40,000 votes, and the 
greatest percentage ever given a 
municipal candidate. 

As a mayor he was decidedly 
individualistic. He was pro-labor 
but he declined to be intimidated 
by union business agents who de- 
manded wages for union crafts- 
men working for’ the city he 
thought too high. They pressured 
the City Council, which grew 
anti-Lausche although Democrats 
had a .majority. The Council 
passed the raises, Lausche vetoed 
them, the Council passed them 
over his veto. 

Administratively Lausche’s rec- 
ord as Mayor of Cleveland was 
somewhat dwarfed by the extra- 
curricular activities forced on him 
by the coming of the war, one 
month after he _ took office.

In 1943 he was re-elected by a 
majority of more than 50,000. As 
in 1941 his party organization, | 
which had insisted that he com- 
mit himself on cabinet appoint- | 
ments and was rebuked, was only 
nominally for him. It didn’t seem 
to make much difference. 

As before he fought violently 
with pressure groups, including a 
high-pressure clique of policemen 
and was threatened with political 
extinction. Then he ran for gov- 
ernor with the result already seen. 

Lausche was married in 1928 to 
Miss Jane Sheal, who was a great 
adjunct to his gubernatorial cam- 
paign. She made speeches when 
he couldn’t. They have no chil- 
dren.

DENVER, Colo., Nov. 25. 


T seems—to boost by one the 

luncheon speaker’s favorite 

pair of openers—there 
three Irishmen. 


This particular Celtic trio, now 
dead years agone, never saw a 
smash hit on a Broadway stage. 
Probably they would have agreed 
in secret among themselves to a 
“back of me hand and bad cess” 
view toward them as wanted to 
have anything to do with such 
shenanigans. 

But it just so happened these 
three Irishmen were the uncles of 
Mary Coyle Chase of Denver. It 
was these uncles who provided 
the basic ingredients from which 
Mrs. Chase's’ sensational hit, 
“Harvey,” now wowing them on 
Broadway, was created, Had it 
not been for Uncles Pete and Tim 
and Jamie and their long mem- 
ories for Celtic folk tales, there 
would have been no “Harvey.” 

It all began in Denver, when 
Mrs. Chase—then Mary Coyle in 
pigtails, freckles and with an un- 
quenchable appetite for stories 
from Uncles Pete and Tim and 
Jamie—used to listen, rapt while 
they spun yarns from Old Ireland 
about the pookas. 

Now a pooka, as any good Irish- 
man will tell you, can be indeed 
a card. He usually casts himself, 
according to the old folk tales, in 
the role of some ordinary bit of 
fauna, but in an extremely out- 
size condition. Take the case of 
Harvey, invisible central figure of 
Mrs. Chase’s current hit. Harvey 
is a pooka who chooses to reveal 
himself to his selected chum as &@ 
white rabbit, 6 feet 1% inches tall.

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DIAGNOSIS: Hardly a day 
passes that I don’t also receive 
letters from readers who are 
troubled with ringing in the ears 
or spots before the eyes. 

On a quiet night, if you permit 
your attention to dwell on your 
hearing, you can all notice a ring- 
ing in your ears. It may sound like 
the distant chirping of crickets. 

Thus, there is a normal ringing 
in the ears, if you simply allow 
yourself to become sufficiently in- 
troverted to observe this phenom- 
enon, 
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MOST PEOPLE are s0 con- 
cerned with outside objects or per- 
sons that they haven't time to 
concentrate on their ears or eyes. 

But when you enter the meno- 
pause age bracket, or cut off many 
of your social and church con- 
tacts, you may focus your atten- 
tion on your own epidermis or 
its contents. 

If you aren’t careful, you will 
then become a hypochondriac, 
worrying over the ringing in your 
ears or the spots before your eyes, 
or the twinges of pain in the ab- 
domen, or your constipation, ete. 

Soon you become a victim of 
your apprehension over cancer or 
insanity or a heart attack, 
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Quit being such a slave to 
your emotions! God gave you 
“a brain to act ‘as director of 
your conduct and thinking. You 
are traitorous to God when you 
subordinate your brain to your 
fears and other emotions. 
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THE EMOTIONS should never 
be permitted to dominate your 
brain, If you have ringing in your 
ears, it may be partly due to 
physical causes, 

Perhaps you are anemic or need 
a little thyroid extract. Or your 
eustachian tube may temporarily 
be clogged by inflammation, and 
thus shut off the air connection

Get back into much social and 
church activity.

Surround yourself with 
living creatures or people, so you 
haven't time to think about your 
ears or eyes or gall bladder or 
constipation.

Discovered Alcoholics Anonymous

NEW YORK, Nov. 25. 

URE, sure. You can take it or 
S leave it alone. The only trouble 

is you always decide to take it. 
Just as you told the bartender the 
other day: “When I can't handle 
the stuff, I'll cut it off just like 
that, and gimme a double rye with 
water on the side.” 

Well, brother, take your elbow 
out of the icewater, put down that 
cigarette and step over here and 
meet Mrs. Marty Mann, first wom- 
an member of Alcoholics Anony- 
mous and now director of the re- 
cently established National Com- 
mittee for Education on Alcohol- 
ism, sponsored by Yale University, 

Not that it interests you, under- 
stand, but most of Mrs, Mann’s 
duties now are concerned with 
dispensing information about alco- 
holics (a polite name for drunk- 
ards) to teetotalers and to people 
like you who can take it or leave 
it alone, so that some of the esti- 
mated 600,000 “victims of drink” 
in the nation can obtain syMfpa- 
thetic understanding and scientific 
assistance when they want to 
make a real effort to break the 
habit. 

She explains the causes and 
cures of the disease and also some 
of the symptoms of its approach 
so the sufferer might act to heal 
himself before the ailment becomes 
chronic. If you happen to recog- 
nize any of them, personally, don’t 
worry, kid, it’s just a coincidence. 

There are a lot of specific points 
but they all simmer down to about 
two items: Do you only drink 
when you want to, or occasionally 
do you decide that another little 
drink won’t do us any harm when 
you should keep that appointment 
or get home on time for dinner? 
Think it over before you answer. 
Do you always have fun during a 
drinking bout and recall it next 
day with pleasure despite the cus- 
tomary hangover, or do you feel 
ashamed and degraded until so- 
laced by a bite of the hair of the 
dog that bit you? Don’t look now, 
pal, but your slips are showing. 

Just in case you thought for a 
minute you were going to answer 
one of those questions on the em- 
barrassing side, curiosity might 
lead you to check on Mrs. Mann's 
scheduled appearance Dec. 11 ata 
meeting of the St. Louis Chapter 
of Alcoholics Anonymous, by tele- 
phoning DElmar 1234 or writing 
in care of either P. O. Box 978 or 
Merchant Station P. O. Box No. 
2592. 

If something should take you to 
the meeting, you might be sur- 
prised at the people you will meet 
there—all of them former passen- 
gers on the well-known merry-zgo- 


round. There are now 12,000 mem-: 


bers of Alcoholics Anonymous in 
the United States and many of the 
most loyal, in the approximate 
phraseology of Robert W. Service, 
could “go to bed with a Latin 
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phrase and rise with a verse of 
Greek.” 

When the powers behind the 
Section on Alcohol Study at Yale 
University decided that the time 
in research had arrived to pass at 
once some sound information and 
advice on the subject to laymen, 
which group includes many other- 
wise well informed physicians and 
psychiatrists, they turned as one 
to Mrs. Mann and established her 
as executive director, with offices 
in tfe Manhattan Academy of 
Medicine, 2 East 103d street, New 
York City. Mrs. Mann is cul- 
tured, personable, well groomed, 
articulate and has devoted much 
time to the study of alcoholic re- 
form. Not only that, Mrs. Mann 
has done field work both here and 
abroad, or to put it bluntly she 
has been soused in the best salons 
and the worst saloons of Europe 
and America. 


Neither wealth nor poverty, so- 
cial position nor ostracism, friend- 
ly havens nor sanitariums could 
rescue her from the alcoholic mist 
that had become her existence. In 
1939, almost inadvertently, she 
was directed toward Alcoholics 
Anonymous, and now she can look 
you straight in the eye over a 
foaming beaker of coke or ginger 
ale, triumphant in the realization 
that as far as that other stuff is 
concerned, she can’t take it or 
leave it alone, but, by golly, she 
can leave it alone! 

Mrs. Mann’s own story of alco- 
holic addiction isn't much differ- 
ent, in principle (if you've been 
there, Charley), than most of the 
others, Some people are born to 
alcoholism and some achieve it. 
Most, like Marty, have to work 
at it. The daughter of a wealthy 
Chicago businessman, an execu- 
tive of Marshall Field & Co., she 
arrived at the debut stage during 
prohibition days, and what with 
flask-sampling and such developed 
an enviable capacity. (How that 
girl can drink. She puts them all 
under the table). 

At about 22 she was married to 
a New Orleans lad whose social 
prominence and skill as a bottle 
jockey made him acceptable in the 
most select circles until ultimately 
his drinking became annoying.

Two years later the marriage end- 
ed in legal separation because 
Marty (she does not disclose her 
former husband’s name because he 
has since become an abstainer and 
is an officer in the Navy) could 
no longer tolerate his continued 
drunkenness.

Both 
would go on the wagon but soon 
his feet would be dragging and 
she was unable to understand or 
forgive his derelictions,.

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HERE was an extended 
T in New Mexico where 

obtained her divorce, then 
her father lost his  for- 
tune she came to New York 
for a job. There were many 
friends and lots of parties where 
liquor flowed like water, and a 
good job, as assistant editor of a 
national magazine. (Drinks like a 
fish, you know, but very clever, 
She does her job better tight than 
others do sober.) In 1930, she 
threw up-her job and went to Lon- 
don, determined to write a novel. 
There were many more friends 
and many more parties and soon 
the cocktails took precedence over 
the novel. (Give Marty another 
drink and let her tell you about 
the book she’s writing.) 

Funds exhausted, or nearly so, 
she entered a partnership with a 
London photographer, prospering 
for nearly six years but finally the 
thriving enterprise began to inter- 
fere with her drinking and she 
sold out. (Whoops. Work is the 
curse of the drinking classes. Just 
one more round, and I’ve got to 
g0.) 

Frayed nerves led her to obtain 
a job in the country and she be- 
came manager of a little hotel at 
Broadway, Worcestershire. There, 
in rustic quiet, she found that she 
could avoid public drinking places 
and limited her indulgences to gin 
and whisky gulpned secretly in her 
quarters.

quarrel with her employers over 
some imaginary grievance, pos- 
sibly because they told her they 
thought she was over-imbibing, 
she walked out of the job in a 
haze and went to visit friends. 

“The result was that with noth- 
ing to do, I was polluted all the 
time,” Mrs. Mann recounted. “I'd 
sit in a deck chair, drinking, wor- 
rying why I was drinking. It was 
during this time that I made the 
usual attempts at suicide, once 
with sleeping tablets and the next 
time out of the window—lI pre- 
sume I jumped out on purpose. 

“At any rate it put me in the 
hospital for six months where I 
kept dry. Then I went to a little 
Scottish fishing village, where be- 
fore long I was demonstrating to 
the heavy drinking villagers how 
a heavy drinker drinks. For the 
first time, then, I realized that 
there would be no more liquor for 
me without getting drunk.” 

Marty found she was losing 
friends and influencing people to 
avoid her. (Used to have a hollow 
leg -—- she sure gets sloppy on a 
couple of drinks, doesn’t she?) She 
decided it was time to return to 
America. She was drunk on the 
boat, drunk when she got off and 
the first seven months in New 
York are beyond recollection ex- 
cept she recalls that when she 
went looking for jobs she had to 
catch a quick one first to stop the 
shakes and then getting a job 
wasn't so important. 

Well, it wasn’t too long until 
the only available place was a 
little Third Avenue bar, where 
the illiterate but kindly bartender, 
also a lush, would stand treat 
when the money ran out, The 
workingmen who patronized the 
place would also occasionally buy 
a round for Marty. (Say, she 
must have been all right when she 
was dressed up before she hit the 
bottle.)

To cut a long story short, she 
remained five months, emerged 
still fearful and managed to gain 
admission to a private sanitarium 
where three others in her same 
condition were under treatment. 
Twice she left the place by per- 
mission and twice she returned 
soused to the gills. One of the 
other patients smuggled whisky 
and all four put on a rousing 
show. A _ civilian pilot, named 
Gwenny, and Marty were per- 
mitted to remain but the others, 
adjudged culprits, were ousted.

ONE INCIDENT THAT always caused him embarrassment 
when wearing a uniform, resembling an officer’s, but wearing no 
insignia, was to have the soldiers salute him. Being a civilian, 
he didn’t know whether to return the salute.

CIO proposed to seek election of progressive 
legislators through a balance-of-power bloc of 
votes. Long-range objectives were winning of 
the war and the peace, full employment, and 
a greater participation of workers in politics. 

Entrance of CIO into politics through PAC 
in July, 1943, was no radical departure from its 
previous tenets. A resolution adopted at con- 
vention in 1938 called for vigorous participa- 
tion of labor in politics. The organization then 
was three years old. It had been founded, in 
November, 1935, as Committee for Industrial 
Organization by leaders of eight unions affili- 
ated with American Federation of Labor. Pur- 
pose was to organize unorganized mass-pro- 
duction workers into vertical, or industrial, 
type unions, as contrasted with craft unions of 
A. F. of L. By 1938 it had grown to about 40 
unions. 

CIO Political Action Committee was born 
in July, 1943, at a CIO executive board 
meeting, formally ratified by last year’s con- 
vention, with Sidney Hillman, president of 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers, as chairman. 
Official objective was to “mobilize full force 


of CIO for political action” in state and na- 
tional elections, because of “sabotage of 
President Roosevelt's program,” after 1942 
congressional elections. Structure was based 
on local CIO unions, grouped in 14 regions, 
each with a director, that included all 48 states. 
About $700,000 was contributed at the start 
by CIO unions. Some $450,000 of that was 
spent before party conventions, chiefly on reg- 
istration drives in co-operation with other 
agencies, and on local and _ state pri- 
maries. to get progressive international- 
minded candidates nominated. 

Last July delegates to PAC conference, to 
avoid conflict with Smith-Connally Act bar 
on union contributions to Federal elections, 
asked for voluntary contributions on a “one- 
buck-each” basis. Conference also formed 
National Citizens Political Action Committee. 
Members of new group included not only la- 
bor but authors, poets, educators, editors, pro- 
fessional people, manufacturers, bankers, 
movie actors, farmers. Citizens Committee 
spent about $300,000 on presidential, state 
and local campaigns; CIO-PAC collected 
about samie amount, spent somewhat more. 
Efforts were concentrated on re-election of 
President Roosevelt, Senators and Representa- 
tives who would back his policies. Good 
labor record was not enough; importance was 
given to international co-operation, support of 
war effort. While it is impossible to measure 
exactly the success of PACs, impartial ob- 
servers conceded results obtained were re- 
markable, that PAC may even have been 
responsible for re-election of Roosevelt and 
Democratic Congress through arousing wide 
interest in issues, causing heavy popular vote.

They 
speak a dialect stemmed from Low German, with a 
slight admixture of English; dress in a garb little 
changed since prescribed by their church 300 years 
ago. Black predominates. Men wear low-crowned 
broad-brimmed hats, side-opening trousers, vests, 
collarless coats, and if House Amish—a sstrictly 
orthodox group—beards after they marry. Women 
wear ankle-length dresses, long-sleeved waists, 
black shawls, aprons, black cotton stockings. Chil- 
dren dress exactly like adults. Most clothing is 
home-sewn. 

The Mennonite Church originated in Zurich, 
Switzerland, in 1525, spread along the entire Rhine 
Valley. Tenets admit no authority outside of Bible, 
forbid taking of oaths or human life. Amish split 
off in 1698, but kept fundamental tenets. Members 
of both sects, persecuted in Europe, settled in Penn- 
sylvania in early 1700's. Most are farmers, some 
live in towns. They keep apart in social and re- 
ligious life, but intermingle freely with persons of 
other faiths in towns for business purposes, are 
accepted matter-of-factly under American precept 
every man is entitled to his own religious beliefs.

One of them, Zina 
Troitskaya, Russia's first 
woman locomotive engineer 
and now general manager 
of the Moscow freight traffic 
complex, is the only woman 
in the Soviet Union who has 
the rank of general. Kutu- 
zovo, a station near Mos- 
cow, is run entirely by 
women. Through it pass 
some of the most important 
freight trains serving the 
Soviet capital.
